: And it is at this point'thal the farm bloc comes in. This body 


feels, that a constructive national program-is necessary,.and 
Air. Capper maintains that the need of Ihis is coming lo be 
appreciated by business men as well as by fanners: 


One striking paragraph in Senator Capper's article is Ihis: 


"1-arming is Ihe only business left thai buys at retail and sells 
at wholesale; that pays what is asked when" il buys and accepts 
what is offered when it sells. 
The farmer remains merely a 


producer of the necessaries of life. 
After lie has produced 


them other.organizalions lake them over at their own price for 
distribution. This is true of no otherimportant industry. The 
producer gets but one-third of every dollar paid by the con- 
sumer for the products of the farm. Our expensive and anti- 
quated marketing system lakes the oilier two-thirds." 


Those who have given the mailer any thought cannot deny 


that this is substantially true. The farmer does have to fake 
what he can gel for his products, and for what he buys he has 
to pay the prices asked. 
Me has nolhing lo say aboul prices in 


either case, and, as A\r. Capper- Irulhfully says, "[his is true of 
no other important industry." 


The Senator points out other drawbacks in agriculture, one 


of which is the increase in tenant farming. 
He says (he land 


is going into larger holdings and (hat the number of acres 
being worked by tenants is:rapidly inrrensinjr. 
He points o'ul 


that the farming population is now in Ihe minority; that man- 
ufactures,.trade and tlie'professions all show a healthy growth, 
while farming is in such a condition that it is impossible to 
keep Ihe boys and girls on the farms. 


All this is substantially true, but whether the remedy lies in 


legislation, as Mr. Capper believes, may b.e a question. What- 
ever can be done through legislation" lo benefit agriculture 
without delriineiilJo-Dther interests should be done, and so far 
as (his is the aim of the farm bloc Ihere should be no quarrel 
with il. 
\ 


But while the Senator makes out a strong case for (he suf- 


fering farmers, who have had a-hard lime of it for (he iasl few 
years, il is possible that he is just a little loo pessimistic. Ther 
is iiofhiug to indicate that the farmers as a class are headed fo 
the wall. A man who is more or less familiar with condition 
in Maine says that when Ihe potato' growers go lo (own the} 
ride in automobiles, and not Ford, at thai. And statistics fron 
the Wesl indicate that (he wheat,'corn and caltle growers 
nol traveling on fool.
